THE PRESIDENT’S PROCLAMATION. 


Seventy-five Thousand Militia Ordered Out—An 
Extra Session of Congress Called. 


Whereas, the laws of the United States have 
been for some time past, and now are, opposed, 
and the execution thercof obstructed in the States 
of South Carolin, Georgia, Alabama, Florida, 
Mississippi, Louisiana and Texas, by combinations 
too powerful to be suppressed by the ordinary 
course of judicial proceedings, or by the powers 
vested in the Marshals by law; 

Now, therefore, I, ABRAHAM LINCOLN, Prest- 
dent of the United States, in virtue of the power 
in me yested by the constitation and Jaws, have 
thought it to call forth, and hereby. do call forth, 
tho militia of the several States of the Union to 
the aggregate number of seventy,five thousand, 
im order to suppress said combinations, and to 
couse the laws to be duly executed. 

The details for this object will be immediately 
communicated to the State authorities through 
tho War Department. T appeal to all loyal citt- 
zons to favor, facilitate and aid this effort to main- 
tain the honor, the integrity, and the existence of 
our national Union and the perpetuity.of popular 
government, and to redress wrongs already long 
cnongh endured, 

I deem it proper to Say that the first service as- 
siguedito the forocs hereby called forth roill prova- 
and property 
which hace been seized Jrom the Union; and Sn 
cyery event the utmost care will be observed, con- 
sistently with the objectsaforesaid, to avold any de. 
struction of, or interference with, property, or any 
Ajsturbance of peaceful citizons in avy part of the 
country; and I hereby command the persons com- 
posing the combinations aforesaid to disperse and 
retire peaceably to their respectiye abodes within 
twenty days from this date, P 

Deming that the present condition of public 
affairs presents an extraordinary occasion, I do 
hereby, in virtue of the power in me vested by the 
constitution, convene both Houses of Congress 
Tho Senators and Representatives are therefore 
summoned to assemble at their respective cham- 
bers at twelve o'clock, noon, on Thursday, the 
fourth day of Jaly next, then and there to consi- 
der and determine such measures, as, in their wis- 
dom, the public safoty and interest may seem to 
demand.

THE SURRENDER OF SUMTER, 


Intoresting Additional Details of tho Bombard- 
mont at Charleston—Arrangomonts for the De- 
parture of Major Andorson and his Troops. 


Gusueroy, April 12—Eventa, 

Major Andergon has surrendered, after hard fighting, 
commencing at half-past four o'clock yeaterday morning, 
and continuing until Sve minutes to ons to-day, 

Tho American ag bas given place to the palmetto of 
South Carolina. 

‘You bayo received my previous despatches concerning 
the fire and tho shooting away of tho flagstaff. Tho lat- 
ter event is due to Fort Moultrio, as well aa tho buralug 
of the fort, which resulted from ono of the hot shots 
fired In the morning. 

During tho conilayration Genoral Beauregard eent a 
boat to Major Anderson, with offers of assistance, tho 
dearer bolng Colonels W. P, Milos and Roger Pryor, of 
Virginia, nnd Leo. But beforo it reached him a tag of 
truce had been raised. Another boat then put off, con- 
tainlog ex-Gorernor Manning, Major D. R. Jouca and 
Colonel Charles Allston, to mrrango the torms of eurrender, 
which were the same as thoes offered on tho 11th inst. 
Those were oflilal. They stated that all propor facilities 
would be alforded for tho removal of Major Anderson and

Government from the possession of its property, 
he should not only do his utmost to hold all the 
forts now in possession of the government, but 

Would speedily proceed to retake those already 
seized, and, in any event, to the best of his ability, 
repel force by force. 

In accordance with these views, the President 
will to-day issu his proclamation, calling for 
Seventy-five thousand men to take the field forth- 
With. The document is printed in our columns 
abis morning, The quota of troops required from 
the Btate of Now York is thirteon thousand. Tho 
President announces that the first duty of the 
troops will be to rotake tho forts and repossess 
tho public property selzed by the secessionists, 

‘The proclamation also convenes Congress in 
extraordinary session, to meet on the Fourth of 
Joly next.

FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL, 


Suxpar, April 4, 1861. 
Civil war having at length broken out, the mer- 
cantile community haye begun to exomine its pro- 
Doble bearings on trade and the future of the 
country. Onone point, so far as we have been 
‘able to ascertain, perfect unanimity exists among 
‘Our monoyed men: tho government must be sus- 
tained. Eyery ove deplores the terrible calamity 
which has befallen tho republic. But there {s no 
desire among the merchants or capitalists of New 
York to shirk the issue, or to evade the responsi- 
Bilitics of tho contest. Upon New York will do- 
volve tho chief Burthen of providing ways and 
means for the wal yur financial community ac- 
cept the duty, and will perform it. ‘This view we 
find to bo universal among our moneyed wien, ja- 
cluding many whos@ sympathies lave heretofore 
Deen with tho South, If tho goveramont 
prove trae to the country, it necd not feel 
ay uneasiness nbont moncy. In tho 
‘opinion of our leading bankers, a hundred millions, 
oser and above the receipts of the government 
from customs and land sales, if necessary to defray 
the expenses of tho war for a ycar from this date, 
could be readily borrowed ia Wall street, at a rato 
of intorest certainly not exceeding that which 
France and England paid for tho money they bor- 
Towed for the Russian war. If, for the purpose of 
Dringing the war 10 ao end, and settling this con- 
Troversy of Ours forever, a further sum be réqui- 
Bite, it will be forthcoming. Wall street, 80 far ax 
‘We can judgo, is ready to sustain the gororpment 
__Aivartily amd liberally. An idea of the intensity of

ICIS Of Course impossible to foresee, at the pre- 
Sent tiniey what gape the war will take, Ina 
commercial point of view, much dopends ou the 
course of the Borer States. If Virginia secodus 
and the other border alayo Statss follow, tho war 
will probably be long and disastrous. All the 
Western banks whose circulation fs scoured 
by unwise deposits of border slave State stocks 
maust go to picces; for theso stocks, after se- 
cession, will hardly be worth twenty-five cents 
onthe dolar. In this event, the contest belag

Solve accidents which could not but! inter- 
fore with tho regular production of cotton, 
_ ite, tobacco ond the other Southern staples. 
Again, tho difficulties which must arise, in any 
© case, with regard to the navigation of the Mis: 
sissipp!, will be greatly aggravated {{ Ten- 
“© messeo and Kentucky secede, Indeed, at 
© Phe Present moment, it seqma dilleult “to 


coneelve any arrangeme®t by which the free navi- 
gation of the river by the Northwestern States 
could onder these circumstances be satisfactorily 
secured. The internal trade of tho border slave 
Btates would in any event be gravely disturbsd, 
and thelr usual product of wheat, tobacco, &c., 
Placed in Jeopardy. 

If, on the other hand, the border slave States 
should remain faithful to the Union, the prospect, 
in tho optnfon of our moneyed men, fs, that the war 
would be short. Tho Gulf States, they acem to 
think, conld not successfully contend against the 
power of the North backed by Virginia, Kentucky, 
Missouri, Tennessee, North Carolina and Arkan- 
eas. Want of means would specdily compel a 
peace. In this event, thereforo, our mercantile 
community do uot think that trade would bo fa- 
tally injured. A scvero blow would bo in- 
ficted upon the seaport towns of the Gulf 
States, which would of course bo blockaded 
by wh sects of tho United States; Int 
tho planters would find an outlet for their 
cotton throogh Northern ports, and would not 
suffer yory materially, It{s not understood that 
an invasion of the Gulf States by Northern troops 
is contemplated in any quarter, and thoro is thero- 
fore no reason to apprehend that the coltaro of 
cotton would in this caso be impeded or disturbed, 

Soforas the city of Now York is concerned, 
the outbreak of civil war must be regarded as can- 
celling the debts due by peogle in tho seceding 
Btates to our citizens. No accurate guess can be 
formed as to the amonnt of this indebtedness. It 
may amount to thirty—ft may amount to ckty 
millions of dollars. No data exists upon whdeh o 
plausible estimate can bo based. The aggregate 
eum is cortainly very largo, and its repudiation— 
which war {s sure to involve—must lead to se- 
rious embarrassment in mercantile circles, and 
to's largo number of failures among houses 
in tho Southern trade. This loss of monoy 
will, morcover, be followed by o loss of 
trade. Pending tho war, no safe trade 
can be carried on between New York and tho 
seceded States. Even after the establishment of 
peace, the poverty of the South,’ and probable 
though fatile cfforts to establish direct trade with 
Europo, will delay, for some years, the restora- 
tion of old commercial relations. The first vic- 
tims of the War will thus be the men ond the firms 
which have been most conspicuons in upholding 
the rights of the South, It must not be supposed, 
however, that the failure and obliteration of our 
great Southern houses will involve the ruin of tho 
city of Now York. This great metropolis is the 
natural ond inevitable outlet for two vast pro- 
ductive regions—tho cotton producing region of 
the South and the food producing region of the 
West. When one fails the other almost invaria- 
bly comes to our'resoue. New York prospers 
niost when—as was the case in 1856 and 18¢0— 
both regions pour their products freely into its 
harbor. But New York continued to increase and 
moltiply in years when the cotton crop 
failed; it did not decline in 1858 and 1959, 
when tho West had no food to send us, and could 
not afford tobuy any goods. Now tho South fuils 
us, but tho West is supplying this elty with an un- 
precedented amotnt of business, Our receipts 
‘and exports of food are double the average at this 
season, and while houses in the Southern trade— 
which, owing tothe poverty of tho West since 
1857, are tho leading houses in the city—complain 
of utter stagnation, our Western jobbers are doing 
a better business than they erer did before. There 
is reason to suppose that tho West will, through- 
ont the war, continuo to have a large surplus of 
food to export through New York, and will need 
enough goods to givo employment to our im- 
porters and jobbers, Whatover shape the war 
may lake, tho United States aro pretty eure to re- 
tain command of the sea; 60 Jong as that is safo, 
the best harbor in America cannot well suffer for 
want of trade. -

)-Meanwhild it may bo.woll to notice that the actual 


outbreak of hostilities at Charleston gives a living 
import to the commentary on the law of treason 
delivered some months since by Judge Smalloy, in 
this city, tis well that our merchants should 
‘understand the subject. From this time forward 
‘any citizen of tho United States who supplies 
arms, or munitions of war, or food, or coal, or ine 
telligence, or moncy to the commonities which 
are at war with this country renders himself liable 
to the pains and penalties of treason. Any at- 
tempt to negotiate bonds of the Confederate 
States would bo regarded as treason by the 
United States, and would be punished accord- 
ingly. If, as rumor states, factories in Con- 
necticut aro engaged in supplying arms to 
the Confederate government, the companies and 
their agents are all guilty of treason. Express 
‘companies and other carriers who carry such arms 
or other articles constituting “aid and comfort” 
are similarly liable to prosecution, Merchants in 
the West sending food down the Mississippi full 
into tho same category, od incur the penalties of. 
the act. It is understood that an examplo will 
shortly be made by one of tho new district attor- 
nies with a view to afford our mercantile commu- 
nity a fair warning. 

‘Tho import trado of the port last week was light, 
‘as was expected; tho export of produce, like that 
of last week, considerably in excess of the averago 
at this season, Wo may fairly oxpect a contina- 
anco of Jarge food exports throughout the spring 
and carly summer months.

‘Tho banks continue to gain specie from abroad 
and from California; nearly two millions came to 
hond eince last Sfonday. Within the past day or 
two, however, large sums havo been pald into the 
Sub-Treasury on account of the recent award of 
Treasury notes, so that no increase may be shown 
in tho latement to be mado public to-morrow. 
Last Monday: tho specie average shown was 
$41,705,658, au increase of $297,250 from the pre~ 
ceding week. At the corresponding date last year, 
the banks held $27,690,192 in coin. Therw ts no 
present probabllity that the roserve in our banks 
can fall considerably below forty millions, aud itis 
possible thatit may swell to fifty, The necessities 
of the goFernment must cause the speedy disbarse- 
ment of the funds now accumulated in the 
‘Treasury. Under ‘ordinary circumstances, a sup- 
ply of coin might be expected from the South 
daring this and the next two or three 
months. It is generally sapposed that the ont- 
break of war will prevent the usual remittances 
this season. The bank loans last Monday stood 
at $122,113,495—an inercase of $1,160,331 from 
tho preceding statement. At this date last year 
the Jonns averaged $10,606,751. Last week's in- 
crease was due to the award of $3,900,000 pf 6 por 
cents, a large portion of which was immediately 
hypothecated with the banks. Itis possible that 
the Treasury note award on Tuesday last may 
have enabled somé of the babs toincresye their 
loans stilLfarther.

The amount of capital ndw lying idle 
in this city is quite unprecedented, yet isincreasing 
daily. No one seems to have courago to embark 
in any speculation or commercial enterprise. Tho 
only hope capitalists seem to ontertain is based 
on the probable wants of tho govdrnment. Now 
that it ip established thst the republic is not going 
to be allowed to fall to picces without a struggle, 
people are ready to lend tho government any 
amount. 

Foreign oxchange closed yery dull for yestor- 
any's steamers. The rates aro about 107034 for 
bankers’ bills on London and 105% a 106% for 
commercial bills; for francs, 5.27% a 5.90. We 
Lear of a vale of a million of francs by one house 
nt 6.30, Tho market docs not look as though 
higher rates were likely to prevail. With the 
opening of navigation we shall have increased ex- 
ports of produce at this port, which will give 
‘an inoreased supply of exchange; while, on the 
other hand, the Morrill tariff and the outbreak of 
war are calculated to curtail importations and so 
to diminish the demand. Whether bills will again 
fall to tho specie importing point is a question 
upon which financiers differ. Much will dopend 
upon this year’s cotton crop. If tho war leads to 
‘a general neglect of the crop, 60 as to diminish it 
materially, our exports will bo go much the less, 
and in anticipation of the event bills will rise. If, 
on tho other hand, the progress of hostilities doos 
not interfero with tho cultivation of cotton, there 
is reason to supposo that the curtailment in 
our imports may preserve the balance of trade in 
our favor, and that from time to time bills may de- 
cline to the point which renders it profitable to 
send gold from London to New York.

Yeading Sosthern men at once declared that the arma- 
ments in preparation were Intended to coorce the South;

Within ten days from the Orat of 
April over cloyen hundred men wero pent from 
Fort Bamilton and Goyeroor’s islaad, Tuo ro 
(rolting ollices in the city wero dally coguzod in 
envolling men for tho federa! service, and. tho drill sr- 
geant on Gosernor’a Inland found that his berth was no 
Jonger asinecure, On tho ih of April the frigato fow- 
batan was ready for éca, and with her armament of ten 
beary guns and four hondred mea praparcd 10 sail as 
couvuy to tho transports Atlsntlo, Baltic and Illno!s. On 
the Sth tho Atlantic called with Barry's battery (oar 
gors and nloety-ono men), four hundred eoldiera aad 9 
fargo store of supplies.

‘THE DEFENCE OF FORT SUMTER, 
Under tho straltened circumstances (a which Its garri- 
eon was placed, reflects the highest honor anil cradit on 
ho gaant Major in command and tho noblo band of 
heroes that go falthfally eerved under him. Sho fort (t- 
self was by 10 means complete, for though it was de- 
signed for ap armament of one hundred and forty plecos 
of ordnarca, there wore nomoro than eaventy-five mount- 
ed and in position at tho timo of thoatiack. Tho war 
garrison of tho fort Is also atx hundred men, bat thero 
‘rere no more than seventy-ouo army men in tbe fortl- 
fest{oa, all told, when the bombardment was begun by 
Fort Moultrie, ‘The following {sa list of tho officera/and 
Including thirty laborers, who aselsted at tho

THE OFFICIAL NEWS IN UMABLESTON. 

(Om the orening of the Sth Jostant, tho State authorities 
of South Carolina received oficial notiilcatioa that sup- 
pliea would bo furplshed (0 Anderson at al 
hararde. Immenzo final preparations sulted to tho 
emergency wero at onco commenced. Orders wero ia 
sued to the enjire military force of the city to proceed 
to their stations. Four rogimeots of a thousand men 
each wero telegraphed for from the country. Amba: 
lances for the wounded were prepared; surgeena wore 
ordered to tholr poste, ard every preparation mado for a 
regular battle. Among other portertous airaa tho com 
munity was thrpwn inton fever of excltelneit by tho 
diszhargo of keven guns from Citadel equaro, (hssienal 
for tho azecmbling of all tho reserves ten minutes after- 
wards Hondreds of men left thelr beds, hurrylog to 
and fro towards thelr respectivo destinations. In the 
absereo of sofllclent armoriss, the corners of tbe 
atrects, public squares apd other convenient points 
formed places of mceting, and all night long tho 
roll of tho drum and the steady tramp of tho military 
‘end tho gallop of the cavalry resoundiog through tho 
city, betokened tho clozo proximity of the long anticl- 
pated bostilities. The Home Guard corps of old centio- 
men, who cccupy the position of military exempta, rode 
through the city, arousing the roldiers, and doing other 
duty requir by tbe moment, Tlandrods of the citl- 
zous were upall night. A terrible thunder storm pre- 
vailed until a lato hour, but inno wiso Interfered with 
tho ardor of tho toldiers—merebsnts, ayryers, doctors, 
stadenta of divinity, clerks, mechanics aud laborers 
Joining ehouldor to ehoulder for common defence. Tho 
Soyenteenth regiment, olght hundred strong, gathered 
thor in ono hour, and loft for tha fortifications nt three 
o'clock on the morning of the Oth. Tho union and en- 
thoslarm of tho whole of tho citizens wero like that of a 
inglo man, 80 determined were thoy to support cach 
other to the uttermost. \ 

COMMENCEMENT OF MOSTILITIFS. 

‘Tho long anticipated blow fell upon Fort Sumter like 
tho hammer of Thor at half-past four ofclock on Friday 
morning Jatt. A formal demand for tho cracaation of 
the fort was made upon Major Andcreon at two o'clock 
P.M. on the 11th of April. To tia demand, seat by Gen. 
Beauregard, the gallant Major made this drm though 
eeptentious reply— 


Thayo the henor to acknorledga the receipt of your 
communication demanding tho o¥scuation of this fort, 
fand to say in reply thereto that It ls adsmina with, 
which I regrot thst my sense of honor and my obliga- 
Mena fo my government prevent cay compllance.

bad n pomen/a rest from tho time that the frst abot 
was dred on Friday morning unlil the work was sUrrai- 
dered on Saturday afternoon, Thoy must haya becn 
on the gui vice from two o'clock P.M. of 
Moreday, when the oltimatum of General Beaa- 
regard was gent to Sumter, until actual hostilities, 
commenced.

‘quarter of tho city yesterday forenoon. Newsmen re- 
colved orders over night from their customers not to fail 
in furnishing them with tho earliest copies of the Be 
juin, ond thousands of oar citizens wore Impelled to 
riaing {rom their beds at an carlier matatioal boar than 
‘usval, tn thelr eagerness to secure a copy of tho morn- 
Ioppaper. The news stands and depots, from tho mo- 
ment that the drat shoots arrived unt{l an advanced boar 
tn the forenoon, were besieged by anxious, Impetuoas 
Ubronge, who, thrusting, pushing and sboving, wero urE- 
ng tbo nowsdealer to tako tho few coppers held in oat 
stretched band between thumb and forofuger—tho scene 
procenting that bustle, withoat the order, to bo witoomad 
‘on the Jetter list day at tho Post Office.
